Of which there is no end 
Last year, the 
F ed eral R egister contained 57,000 pages of 
notices, 
rules 
and 
regulations 
issued 
by 
g o v e rn m e n t a g e n c ie s. T he 94th C o n g ress 
enacted 588 new public law s, each carry in g its 
own econom ic im pact 
The Com m ission on 
F ederal Paperw ork conservatively estim ates 
hat federal reporting requirem ents alone cost 
$40 billion a vear 
If the C arter people a re really serious about 
tackling this problem , they m ight take a fresh 
look at an idea that has been kicking around 
W ashington since at least 1974 O riginally ad- 
\ m eed by the N ational C anners Association 
during the econom ic sum m it m eetings held that 
year, the idea is to require every proposed new 
regulation or law to first undergo a cost-benefit 
analysis to m ake sure the public gains m ore than 
it loses. 
As an exam ple of well-intentioned but un­ 
necessarily costly regulation, the Food and Drug 
Socialized Health? 


T h ere can be little doubt that M edicare, the 
federally operated health insurance program for 
the elderly and disabled, has been good for what 
ails people 
especially people who happen to be 
m em bers of the m edical establishm ent 
The D epartm ent of H ealth, Education and 
W elfare reports that 1,752 m edical groups and 
clinics, 58 laboratories and 409 “solo p rac­ 
titioners" collected $100,000 or m ore in M edicare 
funds during 1975. T hree solo practitioners w ere 
listed as having earn ed m ore than $300,000 each 
ind 26 others m ore than $200,000 
T otal M edicare paym ents to doctors and 
h ea lth c a re institutions cam e to $4.7 billion in the 
last fiscal year, m ore than a seven-fold in crease 
over the $644 m illion paid out in 1965 when 
M edicare was initiated. 
The departm ent hastens to caution that those 
receiving large paym ents have not necessarily 
been m ilking M edicare, although a program as 
large as this one has inevitably had its sh a re of 
abuses. 
F ortunately, M edicare seem s to be b etter run 
th a n th e co m p an io n $ 15-bi 11 ion 
M ed icaid 
p rogram , which a S enate com m ittee last year 
found guilty of “ ab y sm al” adm inistration and 


w idespread fraud 
Nor, of course, do the figures necessarily 
represent pure profit to the recipients. If their 
incom es a re large, so a re their expenses. 
But the steady growth in both M edicare and 
M edicaid ought to prom pt taxpayers to view 
proposals for com prehensive federal health 
insurance for all A m ericans with a high degree 
of skepticism . E xperience show s that program s 
like these, no m atter how m odestly begun, have 
a way of taking on ever-expanding lives of their 
own. 
N ational health insurance m ay be just w hat 
the social doctors order, but even the m ost 
cautious estim ates of its potential cost and 
potential scope for w aste m ake the program s w e 
now have look like peanuts

C a rte r’s p a r­ 
ticular pet project, offered to 
Congress in the pious nam e of 
“electoral reform ” The p u r­ 
pose of the bill is to im pose upon 
the sta te s a plan of instant 
registratio n on election day. 
T h ro u g h a stic k -a n d -c a rro t

of

bribes, the states would 
be 
c o m p elled to am e n d th e ir 
existing registration laws as to 
federal elections By inevitable 
e x te n sio n , the C a rte r p lan 
would cover state and local 
elections also. 
The ostensible purpose of the 
bill is to increase the level of 
political participation It is to 
encourage “d em ocracy.”

This is a political pow er play, 
as brazen as any stunt ev er

Keeping Scholars Honest 


A dm inistration a year ago proposed that labels 
on canned foods bear drained-w eight inform a­ 
tion show ing how m uch fruit or vegetable w as in 
the container after liquid w as poured out. This 
would have involved taking sam ples off the 
production line, storing them for a m onth, 
opening them and then weighing and destroying 
the contents. 
The can ners subm itted d ata showing that the 
regulation would cost $104 m illion a year and add 
about a cent m ore to each can or ja r of food 
Instead, they suggested a voluntary program , 
costing only $10 million, in which the solid weight 
of raw food w as weighed before it w as put in the 
can. The FDA agreed to try out the sim pler, less 
expensive plan. 
It w as one sm all victory for common sense. 
Now the can n ers’ idea of m aking cast-benefit 
analyses m andatory has been revived on Capitol 
Hill in the form of the R egulatory Cost Im pact 
Act, which has been introduced by bipartisan 
supporters. 
The act would require every federal agency to 
prepare a consum er cost assessm ent setting 
Forth the direct and indirect costs, as well as the 
benefits, 
of 
any 
proposed 
regulation 
or 
legislation that m ay have a significant im pact on 
costs to consum ers 
The R egulatory Cost Im pact Act would, of 
course, generate new paperw ork of its own. But 
in this case, m ore would really be less in the long 
run.

the m assive collection of data 
in the hope of discovering a

that is, an apparent 
anom aly, a bum p, if you please, 
w here a dip would be expected. 
An experim ent that com es out 
the way everybody thought it 


would — a dropped egg, for

N ature-faking 
in fields 
of

W A S H I N G T O N 
A utom akers a re still producing 
fragile cars that suffer costly 
dam age at the slightest im pact, 
a congressional com m ittee has 
been told. 
“ Most of the dam ag e is need­ 
less, it could and should be de 
signed out of future c a rs," said 
Albert B. Kelley, vice president 
of the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, in testim ony 
before the House Consum er 
P rotection Subcom m ittee 
Kelley presented findings of 
the Institute that proved what 
every m otorist alread y knows; 
nam ely that a m inor fender 
bender accident can m ean close 
to a $1,000 rep air bill from the 
body shop 
This dam age still takes place 
despite passage of a law five 
years ago m andating dam age- 
resistant bum pers on new cars. 
The law was to go into effect in 
two stages; 
with a 
bum per 
safety standard 
being 
m an 
dated in 1972 and the D epart­ 
m ent of T ransportation plan 
ning 
to 
put 
th e 
p ro p e rty 
dam age standard into effect in 
1981 
“ M eanw hile 
in 
th e 
real 
world, new car bum per designs 
reflecting backw ard technology 
continue to flout 
the public 
interest goal of the 1972 Act, 
w hich w as to su b s ta n tia lly 
re d u c e 
b u ilt-in , 
low -speed 
im pact dam age 
the kind that 
does, but need not, occur in 
parking lots, drivew ays and 
city 
streets 
all 
across 
the 
country, millions of tim es a 
y e a r,” Kelley told the subcom ­ 
m ittee. 
His organization is supported 


by th e in su ra n c e 
in d u stry 
which pays m any of the bills for 
auto crash dam age, and m ust 
hike prem ium s to consum ers 
because of poor c a r design, 
according to Kelley 
The institute conducted two 
types of crash tests on 1977 
m odel cars, those 
involving 
head-on low speed crash es and 
those w here the crash w as at an 
angle An angle crash , of the 
kind that happens all the tim e 
in shopping center parking lots, 
really escalates rep air costs, 
according to crash tests run by 
the Institute 
A to mph head on crash by a 
F ord LTD cost $686 to rep air 
the dam age, but an angle crash 
at the sam e speed cost $805 A 
10 m ph front crash test of a 
C hevrolet Vega cost $544, while 
an angle crash test at the sam e 
spe<*d resulted in $791 dam age. 
When a F ord Pinto w as crash 
tested the bill was $396 for the 
head-on crash and $576 for the 
angle crash A 10 m ph angle 
c ra s h te st of a C h e v ro le t 
Im pala ran up a rep air bill of 
$928. highest of any c a r tested 
To dem onstrate that m any of 
these costs w ere unnecessary, 
the Institute equipped a test c a r 
with a m odified bum per which 
em bodied new technology and 
found no dam age in a five m ph 
angle crash com pared to $236 
dam age suffered by the sam e 
car with a conventional bum per 
in a sim ilar crash test 
CONSUMER 
C O N FID EN ­ 
C E ; The bad news in P resident 
C a rte r’s tough energy m essage 
apparently had the effect of d e ­ 
pressing consum er confidence.

Role of estrogen 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR LAM B - Would 
you please comment on the 
enclosed 
article, 
“ 12-year 
Study Links Estrogen, Breast 
Cancer'? 
Sometime ago you com­ 
mented on a similar article in 
reference to cancer of the 
uterus. You said if a woman 
had had a hysterectomy it was 
all right to take estrogen. 
Does this hold true for breast 
cancer or is there a danger of 
breast cancer if one takes es­ 
trogen daily9 
I have had a benign breast 
tumor removed a few years 
ago and I note that the article 
says that breast cancer is 
sr*ven times more likely if you 
have had a benign breast 
tumor 
D E A R R E A D E R - The 
breast cancer scare is really 
an oddity. The authors of the 
s c ie n tific 
a r t ic le 
that 
appeared 
have apparently 
agreed to disagree about the 
meaning of the study. A scien­ 
tist from the National Cancer 
Institute studied the patients 
of a top-notch gynecologist. 
The NHl scientist opened the 
door to the possibility that 
female hormones might in­ 
crease the chances of develop­ 
ing breast cancer — in post­ 
menopausal women 
Dr Laman Gray, Sr., the 
gynecologist, disagreed 
He 
pointed out some weaknesses 
in the study. Basically the 
results showed that post­ 
menopausal women on es­ 
trogen were 13 times more 
likely to have breast cancer 
than women who did not take 
estrogen 
Dr Gray pointed out that 
the figures were misleading 
because the incidence of 
cancer of the breast in women 
was compared to the rate seen 
m Southern clinical centers 
where the incidence of breast 
cancer is lower than in Dr. 
Gray s region. 
Let it suffice to say that the 
meaning of the results are suf­ 
ficiently in doubt that you 
really can’t use the study to 
answer the question of the

role of female hormones in 
breast cahcer There is an im­ 
portant point though. The 
study does support the idea 
that if there is an increased 
risk 
for post-menopausal 


women on estrogen the risk 
must be quite small. 
Both doctors agreed that 


women with “ lumpy breasts” 
were more likely to have 
problems if they took es­ 
trogen This was particularly 
true if a woman developed 
breast disease after starting 
female hormones. So your 
breast lump will need to be 
considered by your doctor in 
deciding if you should take es­ 
trogen or not. Estrogen does 
speed up the growth of cancer 
of the breast so breast cancer 
patients should not be taking 
estrogen 


Daily estrogen in small 


doses as you are taking is less 
likely to be implicated as a 
factor than less frequent 
larger doses. 
In another study of es­ 
trogens and breast cancer by 
doctors from Vanderbilt 
University, women taking es­ 
trogens had fewer cancers 
(all types), the cancer deaths 
were much lower and the 
deaths from all causes 
(including heart attacks, 
strokes, cancer) were less 
than half that in women not 
taking estrogen Clearly es­ 
trogen therapy may be more 
of a benefit than a curse, in 
selected cases 


What should a woman do? 


Because of the individual 
variations it is really better to 
let your doctor sort out what 
is best for you in your in­ 
dividual situation. Understan­ 
ding 
that estrogens are 


neither all good nor all bad 
will help avoid confusion.

According to the FEC , the 
Shapp cam paign used bogus 
contributions in five of 20 states 
to m eet requirem ents that a 
candidate collect $5,000 in each 
state in contributions of $250 or 
less to get federal help. 
Shapp rushed out of a news

reading a statem ent in which he 
said he w as appalled by the 
illegal activities. He left behind 
his cam paign attornev and two 
form er cam paign officials to 
face hostile questioning 
“At no tim e...did I have any 
knowledge of im proper fund 
raising.
